M. Roberts was held by Justice Pierce 
yesterday to answer to the Superior 
Court to a charge of having assaulted 
Leander C. Crossman with a deadly 
Weapon, . i 

The possession of a house at No, 2969 
Francis avenue was the cause of the 


trouble that led up to the alleged as- 
sault. 


According to the testimony, they had

Roberts did not tell his side of the 
Story, but it was apparent from the 
questions of his attorneys that his 
defense will be that he acted in de- 
fense of his property. 

The criminal prosecution hinges on 
the ownership of the property. 
Roberts had no rightful claim to it, 
there is a possibility that he commit- 
ted an offense. If he was within his 
rights in taking possession of the 
house, it is likely that it will be found 
that he was right in expelling intrud- 
ers. 
Whether right or wrong, Roberts 
used the barrel-end of a revolver on 
Crossman’s head so effectually that the 
latter appeared as though it had been 
in contact with a sausage grinder, 
when the fight was declared off.

Crossman, who figures in various 
small realty transactions, -borrowed 
money some time ago from Roberts. 
As security he gave a deed to the 
Francis-avenue property. He asserts 
that he discharged the indebtedns 
but that the pledge was not pitted 
to him. Roberts contends that the 
house and lot are legally his. 

The house had been let by Crosa- 
man. On the 13th ult. Roberts, acting 
under the advice of his attorneys. 
ousted the tenant by formal demand 
and took possession of the hoause. 
Crossman visited the place early the 
next morning. He found the door 
locked and began to open it with a 
pass key he had retained.
